existence and even those few had bee^ greatly reduced in else by the 
agrarian reform Instituted during the 1920 <«* The measure also aroused 
public resentment because It tohk land from the churches* This resent- 
ment was particularly evident in Serbia, Herzegovina, Hontenegrc, and 
JSooedoaia where tbs people acre not only deeply religious but have always 
regarded the priest® as their temporal leaders in a continuous struggle 
for survival* During cauteries of struggle against the Turks, these 
people received advice and assistance from their priests and shelter in 
their monasteries* 
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Cfthtfr ia«soi*rea followed tho agrarian rofarn. Faroero wcro told whoro# 
i«h«4 and wh&t to plirnt# grain m* ruthlessly token from than* they wore 
fereod to deliver largo p*roeatoc«i of thc&r harvests at oti pointed priori 
they two subjected to intimidation and arrest for rorr-coop llano© with

Tho protracted periods of orr^r oorvico inpocod upon tho youth of tho nation 
hare boon a groat flnamiol blow to tho poorer farmers. Deforo-th e war tZicy 
rolled upon tJw financial support provided by the younger meabero of tlielr 
faitlliOfl who rd.gr atod to tho oitioa for ooacoml work and contrived to save

The Serbian former io moot foorod by the regime bocauco ho io politically 
nature, his loyalty to tho Xing is indie putable, and bio .jdlivl is aouto enough 
to perceive tho real nooning of any governmental action or propaganda, Ko io 
courageous and oapablo of frontal attack, yet sufficiently patient iuid coldly 
calculating to use underground methods if iio considers th«a noooesary. Tho 
Serbian farnor is tirod of tho regino and la ready to tako action against it 
If given a proper eignal and tho occur ana© that ho will not bo abandoned in tho 
middle of his fight. 


The regime believes that Itontcnogro ia its moot loyal rogion* Tlio soorot 
polios, tho Conmnist Party* tho Arry, and the Government aro all crowded tdth 
ttontonogrino trhoco barren. land oamiot cupport them* l.Iuoh of the Montenegrin 
population remaining at homo io dependant upon tho largess of job-holding 
relatives, This situation generates at loaot a show of loyalty toward tlio 
rogino which providoo those jobs, I boliovo, however, that Montenegro io an

The rogine knov/a tliat ho too io not ijortioulorly loyal, and that he would soIeo 
any favorable opportunity to turn against tho regime, Tho regime boliovos, 
hoiTovor, that the Croatian for/ior lacks tho ability to organise a continuous 
fight, Tf ho robela it will bo rpontuneouoly, suorotlioally, and rdthout ^ropor 
loadwahip :» Such a rebellion, ivill bo easily oruohocu The regino :.iuy be correct 
in thio evaluation. For any revolt to bo sucoossful, afiti-rogitio oentinont 
tmot bo crystal 11 sod, tho intollootualo chtC^on out of tlioir apathy, iuxd the 
people organiaod and given a oloarly defined goal, Tho deoira for jus tic o, 
f roo&Cfci* and doconcy will then find expression in a figltt v;ldoh nay tal:o ouo.i 
fom oo io necessary. Tho groat prestige of Dr llatohsk and tlio Xing \ 7 ould help 
thooo who Uiidortook tills job.
